Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-40, drawn to an apparatus for controlling a modular beverage 
dispenser, classified in 700 subclass 239. 

II. Claims 41-47, drawn to a design or reconfiguration methodology for use 
in designing beverage dispensers, classified in class 700 subclass 242. 

III. Claims 48-5 1 , drawn to a method of inputting data into a beverage 
dispenser, classified in class 700 subclass 237. 

IV. Claims 52-55, drawn to a method of monitoring and controlling 
refrigeration , classified in class 700 subclass 300. 

V. Claims 56-59, drawn to a method of monitoring and controlling 
refrigeration, classified in class 700, subclass 281. 

VI. Claim 60, drawn to a liquid level monitoring system classified in class 
700, subclass 281. 

VII. Claims 61-62, drawn to a method and apparatus for controlling the 
carbonation of a beverage dispenser, classified in class 700, subclass 301. 

2. Inventions I- VII are related as combinations usable together. Invention I has 
separate utility such as dispensing a beverage. See SPEP § 806.05(d). Invention III has separate 
utility such as a data communications reception method which could be used to receive pricing 
information or commands. See SPEP § 806.05(d). Invention II has separate utility such as 
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prototyping and evaluating beverage dispensing machine configurations. See SPEP § 806.05(d). 
Invention IV has separate utility such as a data communications transmission method such as 
inventory information transmission, alarm conditions, or environmental temperature data. See 
SPEP § 806.05(d). Invention V has separate utility such as monitoring freezers and ice cream 
dispensing machines or controlling temperature in meat lockers. See SPEP § 806.05(d). 
Invention VI has separate utility such as a system for monitoring fluid levels in manufacturing 
facilities, factories, or service stations. See SPEP § 806.05(d). Invention VII has separate utility 
in controlling carbonation in manufacturing or bottling facilities. See SPEP § 806.05(d). 
3. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply:
